A resolution requesting. this was 
passed Thursday at the federation’s 
annual assembly. It follows the de- 
partment’s announcement this week 
that it had granted passes on reviews | 
to more than 11,000 students who had | 
originally received failing grades in | 
June exams, 

The federation also approved a 
resolution asking the department to |} 


permit appeals on any grade 13) 
papers regardiess of the marks 
obtained, 


The approval came after delegate 
DD. L. Kettle of Pickering said 
students who fail a grade 13 subject 
sometimes have a better chance of 
getting into university than those 
who don't. | 

He said ‘if a student passes all his 
exams but gets an average of only 
59.5 per cent he can't be admitted 
to a university which requires a 60- 
per cent average for admission. 

“But if a pupil. fails one paper and 
has the same sort of average, he 
ean appeal the failed paper. The 
appeal is usually granted so the 
student goes on to university..." 

But at least one delegate felt too 
many appeals are being allowed. 
Margaret Fallona of London, - a’ 
teacher for $6 years, said a ridiculous- 
ly large number of students passed 
yrade 13 exams on appeals this year 

She said standards have been 
going down for years due to pressure 
jam. the public “who feel that a 
certain number must pass whether 
they have the ability or not.” 

The assembly also asked that grade 
‘13 papers be set by an examining 
board ‘of teabhers who are either 
teaching the subject concerned or 
have taught it within a year or two

Not long ago it was pupil dropouts 

- now its teacher dropouts. 

The problem has the 22,600-member 
Ontario Secondary School Teachers’ 
Federation worried, and the 400 
delegates to the Federation's Annual 
Assembly in Toronto were told that 
something will have to be done to 
stem the tide.

G. V. Gibson, a senior mathematics 
teacher at Kingston Collegiate and 


Vocational Institute and chairman of , 


the Federation's Teacher Training 
and Supply Committee, reported that 
although their numbers were aug- 
mented by some 5,000 teachers each 
year, they were also diminished by 
3,000 who each year forsook the 
blackboard for industry or the other 
professions. 

The reason? Lack of sympathy 
from the general public, said Mr. 
Gibson. I think most teachers leave 
because they think the public doesn’t 
think highly of them.” The lure of 
higher-paying jobs and better con- 
ditions of work also play a part, he 
added. 

Mr, Gibson, who has been teaching 
for 25 years, thought that a lot of 
young teachers, find.the.virtual seven- 
day week in teaching hard to take. 
I'd like to see a five-day week, he 
said, and one period off for every one 
taught-—to give him time to prepare 
for his next lesson.” He estimated 


{that the average teacher had only 


one period off each day, out of nine. 
To make possible alternate periods 
on and off, he thought the total 
number of teachers in the province 
would have to be doubled. 

Another problem facing the pro- 
fession is that of updating secondary 
school teachers to meet the rapidly 
changing requirements of curriculuni, 
New courses and amended courses 
are being implemented faster than 
the teachers can learn how to cope 
with them. 

The Meeting agreed, by resolution, 
that the Federation should be re- 
sponsible for organizing the necessary 
retraining program, but it was beyond 
its financial resources to pay for this. 
Much of the cost, it was determined, 
would have to be borne by the De- 
partment of Education and _local 
boards of education. One resolution 
asked that-teachers be allowed to 
spend at least two years studying 
new courses between their develop- 
ment and implementation. But the 
Federation also. indicated that it 
would “assume an aggressive role in 
the shaping of new courses.” 

A year ago at the Annual 
Assembly the delegates heard a re- 
port deploring~ the increasing work 
load on teachers—which was affec- 
ting the quality of teaching. Action 
was asked to reduce the size of 
classes and. to relieve the teacher of 
unnecessary, particularty. non-teach- 
ing, chores. 

Ward McAdam of Queensborough 
Junior High School, North York, 
chairman of the Quality Teaching 
Committee, reported to this year’s 
meeting that “the percentage of 
schools with high pupil-teacher ratios 
has dropped remarkably. But, he

There, according to “zone 
controllers,” “directors” and 

_ “deputy directors,” the business 
of running Toronto in the after- 
math of a five-megaton attack 
would be conducted by which- 
ever civil officials. had man- 
aged to flee the Ontario capital. 

To anyone who has ever tried 
to get out of Toronto on a holi- 
day week end, it is inconceiv. 
able that any civic official 
would evér reach the EMO 
centre. 

Perhaps that is why EMO di- 
rector H. J. Pollard admitted 
that “they will just have to 
make their own wey here.” Mr. 
Pollard is liable to find himself 

* in exquisite loneliness, as no 
*more than a 15-minute warning 
can be expected and it takes 
much longer than that to drive 
from Toronto to Aurora.

to my knowledge, made any con- 
tribution to law and order. 


It has been charged by some 
critics, such as Mayor Gordon 
Stronach of London, Ont., that 
EMO exists to maintain retired 
army officers. This was denied 
at that time by the EMO co-ordi- 
nator for that district, who ad- 
mitted however that in three 
years the local 10-member com- 
mittee was unable to define its 
role because it could not round - 
up its quorum of six to discuss 
the problem. 


As it now stands in Canada, 
Civil Defense, EMO, or call it 
what you will, is a total waste of 
tax funds and could be dis- 
pensed with entirely and no one 
would ever miss it.

Mrs. Lorenzen has created some 157 
varieties and will continue to search 
for specimens to copy. 

Though a specimen of muchroom 
was the first purchase I made in this 
attractive shop I have since added to 
my collection of Canadian pottery 
one of their pieces finished with 4 
clear red glaze. Having studied 
one. brief season in my 
life, I know it is difficult to obtain 
a perfect red glaze. . 

Perhaps this is why the Canada 
Council has recognized Ernst's ability 
and awarded him a grant for further 
study in Denmark. He will spend six 
weeks at an International Workshop 
in the country of his birth studying 
pottery materials and technique. This 
will enable him to realize the effect 
of minerals on ‘clay and improve his 
glazes.

broadcasting. Among other 
things, he called for a new po- 
licing body to replace the pre- 
sent Zoard of Broadcast Gover- 
nors. He. aslo attacked the 
patchwork in broadcasting 
which has grown up the past 
40 years since radio got 
going in Canada, but especially 
since 1937 when the CBC came 
formally into existence. 

Curiously enough, it was nev- 
er intended by the first minister 
responsible for the CBC that 
the Canadian government 
should rush into the broadcast- 
ing business. C. D. Howe. who 
left his mark on so many Cana- 
dian institutions, thought that 
the CBC or its equivalent 
should be privately-owned and 
that public ownership was just 
“an idea to be achieved ulti- 
mately.” He was obviously over- 
ruled. 

Canada’s first TV station 
went on the air in 1952 and the 
‘dast big change in broadcasting 
occurred when the CBC lost ils 
policing powers over private 
stations. The formation of the 
_Board of Broadcast Governors 
to supervise both the CBC and 


broadcasting and private compe- 
tition has given viewers a choice 
of TV and radio programs in 
most centers, there is tremen- 
dous overlapping between the 
two, ' 

It has rightly been the func- 
tion of the CBC to cater to di- 
verse tastes, to deliver soap op- 
era for the soap fans and seri- 
ous educational and information 
programs for our more aiscern- 
ing viewers. ; 

The question could be asked, 
however, whether CBC is serv- 
ing any real function by bring- 
ing Canadian viewers cheap, low 
taste eomedies from U.S. net- 
works that serve only to rake in 
the advertising dollar. 

The CBC has been diverted 
from its main task by going 
partly commercial in order to 
recover some of the tremendous 
costs of public broadcasting. But 
in so doing, it has made life 
harder for private broadcasters, 
and robbed choice TV time for 
better programs. 

In every area cxcept live cov- 
erage of great news events, the 
current TV season is probably 
the worst on record.

inces as it has so far given Que- 
bec. 


Now, the country is faced at 
last with recognizing that if 
Quebec is determined enough 
to win more control over Us 
own affairs, then the same pri- 
vileges must not be granted 
other provinces. 


Of course, a strong case can 
be made for withholding special 
privileges from Quebec. as well. 
But it’s not very realistic. 

Quebec’s formula for . achiev- 
ing separation from Ottawa 
without actually pulling out of 
Confederation lies in the “opt- 
ing ont” system. 

Under this system, Quebec 
would pull out of federal-pro- 
vincial programs but would con- 
tinue to receive its full allott- 
ment of monies ear-marked by 
the Federal Government for 
spending in that province, The 
eateh is that instead of the mon- 
ey going directly from Ottawa 
to Quebec residents via federal 
machinery, it would be turned 
ove as a blank check to the 
Quebec yovernment for spend 
ing as Quebec sees fil. 

The idea of such a special sta 
tus is of course offensive to 
much of the rest of Canada. tn 
the’ case of familv allowances, 
Quebec City would like to get 
its full share from Ottawa, and 
add provincial! wonies to hand x 
oul bivger allowances to teen 
agers and io families with more 
than three children.

A special meeting of Madoc Village 
Council is being called for today 
when an application of Mr. R. P. 
Kelly for a special care home in 
Madoc Village is expected. to be 
approved, . 

Last October Mr. Kelly interviewed 
the council relative to this type of 
home and following a motion was 
moved by Roswald Dafoe and 
seconded by T. C. Barton that council 
grant a licence for this purpose. Mr. 
Kelly has since made renovations to 
a residence which he purchased on 
West St. Lawrence Street and is now | 
prepared to operate a nursing type | 
home with patients coming from 
Ontario Hospitals. 

Residents in that part of the village 
recently became alarmed as to what 
type of patients these would be and 
felt that an institution of this kind 
would be undesirable for the area. As 
a result a petition was circulated and 
signed by 141 names was forwarded | 
to the Ontario Department of Health ’ 
requesting that no ligence be granted.

These patients 
rarely leave the nursing home and if 
so, are under supervision, Dr. Hylands | 
said. 

This type of home must be recom- 
mended by the local Medical Officer 
of Health and approved by a munici- 
pal by-law before a provincial licence 
is issued. There are 540 homes locally 
licensed’ and they are obtaining 
wonderful results. 

Dr. Hylands said no superintendent 
would discharge anyone who is a 
menace to themselves or anyone else. 
These homes are providing a wonder- 
ful humane service and the public 
should accept mental illness as it is 
today, not as it was 30 or 40 years 
ago. This is the first time that Dr. 
Hylands has been called to a meeting | 
of this kind and he welcomed the 
opportunity to present the programme 
accurately and to share their educa- 
tion with the public. 

Dr. S. R. Beatty, local Medical 
Officer of Health, said he had signed 
the petition and that he was naturally 
peeved as he had never been asked 
to attend a meeting when the subject 
was being discussed and had to learn 
about it from the public. His attitude 
had now changed and that he had 
no objection to a nursing type of 
home.

Moldaver, 51, last week was found 
not guilty of stealing $52,317.41 
worth of cobalt pellets belonging to 
the federal government. 

The material was taken from a 
smelter warehouse near Marmora 
between Sept. 1, 1963, and March 30, 
1965, and was sold to a firm in the 
United States. 

“I am going to rendsr a Scotch 
verdict,” said Judge J. C. Anderson 
last week, “and therefore am finding 
the accused not guilty.” (A third 
Scottish law is not 
proven.) . 

Moldaver was one of six men 
Police said a bad snowstorm in the 
| area had much to do with the acci- 
dent and the roads were in orfly fair 
shape at the time. O'Rielly, a 
bachelor, was believed to be on his 
way home when he was hit.

Cornell, said his emptoyer had given 
him the key to the building where 
the cobalt was stored. He said he 

“had been going to the Deloro property 
to move scrap metal for Moldaver's 
firm since 1960. * 


Mr. Cornell said he and another 
man had moved 10 vats containing 
1,000 pounds of pellets each by 
truck into 32 smaller barrels at the 
Peterborough Metal Co. Ltd., Mol- 
daver’s firm. He said he had been 
told to move the heavy barrels out 
of the old Delord power house be- 
cause it was feared they would 
rupture the flooring. 

In his testimony, Mr.-Cornell said 
he and the other man had not been 
jtold to keep their activities secret 
when moving the metal which, he 
said, took about three days. 

Moldaver said he had sold the 
barrels of metal to the U.S. firm, but 
did not know what was in them. He 
satd he had no intention of stealing 
money or cobalt and ‘the money has 
been available at all times to pay 
the owners, 

Mr. Cornell said Moldaver knew 
the material in the drums was metal 
but that he didn't know what it was.
